StlK MuNDY'S GAKO A ClIAlTKR OW Rob- 
beries and Mirhers. — On Saturday last, A 
fang of twelve guerilla", led by 8ue Mundy and 
a scoundrel named Dick Mitchell, surted on a 
tour of robbery and murder, and the outlaws 
■were quite successful. They first visited Spring- 
field, robbed ths stores and private parties of 
about two thousand dollars in money and prop- 
erty, and. without proTocatlon,shot two citizens 
down in cold blood. T. W. Lee, a wagonmaksr, 
was one of the murdered men, and Wetherton, 
a shoemaker, was tha other. The marauders 
then started from the town, paid a visit to 'the 
villages of Texas and Pottsville, and robbed 
each of them of small amounts. Just after dark, 
on Friday night, the town of Perryville 
was thrown Into a commotion by a report 
being brought in that a band of 
guerillas, said to be on* hundred strong, was 
Approaching the place by way of Mackville. The 
citizens were ten Ibly excited, and a number of 
them were up keeping watch over the town all 
night. They were without arms, and came to 
the conclusion, that, if th* force was as large as 
represented, it would be useless to attempt to 
offer any resistance, Abont two o'clock I'. M., 
the next day, 8ue Handy dashed into the town 
At the head of her gang or twelve men, which, 
it appears, report had magnified into one hun- 
dred. An unusnal number of men and women 
were in the streets at the time, and, in less than 
•fifteen minutes, under the effects of a pistol ar- 
gument, everybody was relieved of their pnrses. 
The scoundrels did not dismount from their 
horses, but rod* up to store-doors, 
and made the merchants bring to them the con- 
tents of tbeir money-drawers. Money appeared 
to be the sole object of their raid, as they car- 
ried away with them but little, if any, goods. 
They "confiscated" several horses and saddles. 
A young man named Lawson, a Federal soldier, 
was shot and mortally wounded while in the 
act of handing over bis purse. The miscreant 
guilty of the cowArdly outrage claimed that the 
shooting was an accident. The gang did not 
remain In the town more than twenty minutes. 
From Perryville the outlaws moved to Ne- 
vada, thence to Comishvillc. When last 
heard from, tbey were at Bloomfleld. About 
an hour after they had departed from Per- 
ryville, Captains Fiddler and Wharton, from 
Lebanon, in command of a detachment of 
soldiers and armed citizens, arrived and pushed 
forward in hot pursuit. We did not learn witli 
what success the pursuers met. It is fair t* 
presume that tbey did not overtake the outlaws. 
As a goneral thing, a scout manages to keep 
About one hour behind the force that it is scut 
In pursuit of. Surely, if a proper effort was 
made, some means could be devised for the cap- 
ture of Sue Mundy and her horse- thieving, 
murdeiing gang. If the citizens would exhibit 
a spirit of bravery worthy of Kcntucklans, the 
handful of marauders might be picked up and 
turmd over to the military authorities as prison- 
ers without anybody get .ing very badly hurt. 



Cai-itjrr or Steamboats. — On last Saturday 
night three steamboats, the Piima Donna, Mag- 
met, and Praiile State, left Nashville for Louis- 
ville. Nine miles below the former city, and 
near Foit Zollicotfer, the Prairie State, which 
was iu the lead, was tired upou and brought to 
by the rebel batteries which wore planted on 
each side of a ravine so as to sweep the river iu 
both directions. The Prima Donna CAtne up 
and bad a shot fired through her pilot-house, and 
was also captured. The Magnet last approached 
and ran the first battery, when the other battery 
opened upon her and she followed the example 
of her two predecessors. The gunboat 
Carondclet being notified of the Affair ran 
down and tent a few shots into the 
rebel batteries, which compelled them to re- 
treat, leaving the boats in our possession. The 
rebels carried off all the Piima Donna's crew 
except the Captain, his son, and the pilot. They 
set lire to the bo/»u before leaving, but the crews 
of the other boAts succeeded In extinguishing 
the flame*. A wrivaliof one of the rebel bat- 
teries had his ldir shot off by a shell from the 
Carondelet. Title Bltt and second chamber- 
maids of the Prima Donna were killed by a shell 
from the gunboat. The Magnet's crew all got 
off eafely. Comtuodere Fitch acted with 
promptness and energy in the matter. 

Tiik Rkih General Clkbi:bnb. — Geu Pat- 
rick K. Cleburne, who, it is stated, was killed iu 
the battle of Franklin, was born near Queens- 
town, Ireland, March 17, 1828, and was conse- 
quently in his 37lh year. At the age of 19 bo 
enlisted in the British -list infantry, and acrvod 
as a private for three years, lie then emigrated 
to this country, and, settling at Helena, Ark., 
studied law with Chief Justice Hanly of that 
State. He was successfully engaged in the 
practice of his profession when the war broke 
out. He enlisted as a private when the war 
broke out, but was soon promoted to a Colonelcy. 
In Murch, 1862, he was commissioned a full 
hi igadier, and commanded the left brigade of 
the first line at Bniloh. He was wounded at the 
battle of Perryville. In December, 1802, he was 
made a Major-General, and plac«d over one of 
the divisions of Hardee's corps. He afterwards 
fought at Murfreesboro, Chickamauga, and Mis- 
•ii.it Hidgc, and received the thanks of the rebel 
Congress for his defence of Ringgold Gap. At 
Joncsboro, he covered the retreat of Hood's de- 
feated army. He was in command of his old di- 
vision at Franklin when killed. Gen. Cleburne 
was very popular with both officers and men, of 
commanding presence, and a skilful and daring 
fighter. 

Another Incident or tiik Raid upon New 
Cbkkk. — When the rebels came into New Creek 
on Monday last there was a gentleman at the 
station who had in his possession two packages 
of money, one containing eight thousaud and 
one containing two thousand dollars. He gave 
the eight thousand dollar package to a woman 
for safe-keeping, aud took to his heels. In run- 
ning through the woods, the rebels in close 
pursuit— for they invariably ran after those who 
attempted to run away— he stumbled and fell 
down, dropping the remaining package of 
money behind a large rock. Seeing that he was 
certain to be captured, he did not attempt to 
pick up the money, and was soon afterward 
seized and taken away. He subsequently suc- 
ceeded in making his escape, and, returning to 
the station, found his money still lyiug where 
he had accidentally dropped it. He then went 
after the woman with whom he had left the 
more valuable package, but she could not be 
found. She had taken her departure to parts 
unknown, either through fear of the rebels or 
with a design of defrauding the unlucky gentle- 
man. At last accounts, the gentleman was still 
In anxious search of the lady, of whom he had 
not been able to find a trace.. 



, t Jaw-hrkakeka— In a poem by Hoffman, the 
German poet, who was expelled from the Prus- 
sian dominions, and the admission of his works 
prohibited, the following huge word appears:

cated to the Telegrapher by J. W. Robinson 
the superintendent of the White Mountain tele- 
graph. It was found impossible to get a ground 
connection at or near the summit; although the 
ground wire was carried some forty rods down 
the mountain to a living spring, where there was 
plenty of water, he could not perceive the 
slightest escape. This, he thinks, fully demon- 
strates that the springs near the summit are 
completely insulated from the earth below. 



Peculiarities of Authors. — The French 
historian, Mezerai, wrote only by candle-light, 
even in the daytime, and in the middle of sum- 
mer. He never failed to conduct his visitors to 
the door with a candle in his hand; and, when- 
ever he wrote, a bottle of wine was placed on 
the table. Varillas, contemporary of Mezerai, 
wrote only at daylight.

— John Smith Brown, formerly 
a teacher in the Webster School, of St. Louis, 
and who enlisted in the Union army at the com- 
mencement of the rebellion as a private, has 
rifen by bis bravery and ability, without any 
other assistance, to the rank of Brigadier-Gen- 
eral in the Army of the Potomac. Gen. Brown 
is a brother of Theodore Brown, the eminent 
pianist of St. Louis. 

Man 8iiot J. C. Bumpass, a resident of 

Edgstield, was killed on Saturday night last. 
Some soldiers viriled his premises and stole two 
of his horses. With a view of recapturing his 
property, he followed in pursuit of the men 
until near reaching Sandersville, whea the sol- 
diers fired upou and killed him.

The Chi- 
cago Journal has the following as an excuse for 
excessive matrimony in that little town:

Moot.vintrrIno — Under this title, John 
Bull, in the Westminster Review for October, 
holds the following apposite language: 

The Alps will be worn out only when the 
ocean and the tlrmameut arc stale, flat, and un- 
profitable; and Alpine climbing may he reck- 
oned the folly of boys onlv when the sap is 
w ithering up in men, and the libros of their na- 
tures ate growing coarse. It is rather onr be- 
lief that of all the modes in which men may re- 
rrfreeh themselves from work, this is the worthi- 
est, most reasonable, most adapted to our times. 
Love lor the mountains is yet in iu egg; and 
mountain walking has vet to take rank as the 
noblest, the happiest, and the most popular of 
all our national pursuits. 

Let us Ite just. There are manv thing* good, 
even though but one thing is best. Dull in 
spirit, but weak of stomach, is he who does not 
know the thrill which stirs all English blood 
titx n the sea — who docs not love in its every 
mood, its gayest and Ms wildest— who Is blind 
to the curves ol prow and sail — who fa deaf to 
the thundering clturce of water*, or the ripple 
round the trenchant keel — who does not rejoice 
in all sea sights and sounds, the answered cheer, 
tbe qnamt, quiet speech of the old sail — who 
has not glowed with the true fellowship of the 
deep. All manners and ways in which men 
move upe>n the waters are good and not to be 
despised; the very thud of the drenched fisher- 
man's bow — the fierce pulsation of contending 
oais — Ihe plunge into the still pool— the 
wreathed circles of the skale — all arc good to 
fill the mind and nerve again the heart. 

Yet, though lie wets a very degenerate Briton 
who could gainsay the glories of the ocean, in 
the Alps men may find these and mare. In 
them earth, air, and water all join to give fresh 
mystery and U'aittv. The Alpine solitudes are 
more lonely and terrihle even than those of the 
sea, the shapes and forms of all things stupen- 
dous beyond all compari»on, the loveliness 
more bewitching and multiform. Ihe awl'ulnesa 
even yet more deep. Billows of ice, yet wilder 
than those of any tcm|>cst-driven sea, dash 
themselves to fragments on Alpine peaks loftier 
tenfold than those of any coast; and from an 
Alpine summit may ite watched skies yet more 
golden, vaulting a far more various horizon.

He 
has in one of bis many rooms a bullet constants 
ly spread, where the best sandwiches, the 
choicest Sherry and Madeira, and the most deli- 
cate cakes arc served in profusion to his cus- 
tomers. He is constantly surrounded bv twelve 
beautiful young ladies, selected for the perfec- 
tion of their shape as well as face. Thev are 
Attired in the height of tbemode iu silk dresses, 
which cost fonr dollars a yard, costlv Etruscan 
tunings, bracelets, and rings They are part 
of the furniture of the place; they are here ev hat 
osier manikins are iu inferior shops; the dresses 
arc bung on them that Worth's patrous mavsee 
the effect produced. No dress ever quits' his 
establishment priced less than $i00— iu gold, 
mind ye! we don't take vour greenbacks 
here. Whenever a ball is given at the 
Tuilcries, or at any of the embassies, 
yon may count two hundred carriages 
at his door from as early as sir o'clock 
in the evening. Each lady receives a number 
and is called in turn. Thev come with their 
hair dressed, their petticoats and corsets on 
wiappcd in a second-rate dress, until he is ready 
to receive them. Tou mav wonder that ladies 
should consent to expose their persons to the 
fingers and eyes of a man. ne is not a man in 
tbeir eyes— he is nothing but a tailor— a trades- 
man — and what high-born person ever stopped 
to inquire to what sex such a plcbian belonged?

A Dirtt Old Crocodii.r. — Professor Gold- 
win Smith, in his address at the Union League 
Clnb House, said that nothing had impressed 
him so mnck since his arrival In America, as 
the moderation and humanity of the Northern 
people, from whom he had not beard a single 
malignant or revengeful expression towards the 
South since his arrival on our shores. But Pro- 
fessor Smith knows nothing of the subject: at 
least not as much at the London Times, which, 
in a leading editorial of November 11th. shows 
that we are worse thas Cossacks, and quite as 
bad as Choctawj. It saya: 

"The Americans are making war as no people 
ever made war before. Their campaigns com- 
biue the costliness of modern expeditions with 
the carnage of barbarian invasions. Grant 
squanders life like Atilla, and money like Louis 
XIV. The people themselves avow sentiments 
which, if they have ever before lieen entertained, 
have at least never been professed. No one na- 
tion, we suppose, ever said of another nation, 
still less one national party of another national 
party, that in default of surrender death should 
be the lot of every living man in it. This policy 
of 'extermination,' however, is professed by 
many of the federals without the least reserve 
or disguise. They say in plain words, and not 
in the heat of passion, but with apparent de- 
liberation, that rather than let the South go 
they will kill all the adult males In the Confed- 
eraie States, and people the country anew from 
the North. In their talk they do not shrink 
from this extremitv. This, if their power Is 
rT|tial to their will, is to be the 'bitter end.' 
Nor is the sartv which proclaims these senti- 
ments small or Insignificant. It Is active, hrflu- 
entlal, aggressive, and apparently increasing as 
the strife thickens and the hopes of the Union- 
ists are deferred. Perhaps the Russians were 
ready to go as far as this with the Poles, but, at 
any rate, they did not say so. The Americans 
alone, of all people in the world, make open 
profession of purposes like these." * 

The only ground for all this vituperation la, 
we suppose, that some American has said, in 
hearing of the malicious asd false New Tork 
correspondent of the Times, that if the rebels 
did not submit to the Constitution they must 
be Inevitablv crushed or extirpated. This is 
said of all offenders against law and order; it is 
generally said under the promptings of a merci- 
ful feeling, not In a spirit ol vindictlveness; but 
we remember when the revolt of the 8epoys in. 
India occurred an exception. Then the English 
press, high and low, teemed with the most brutal 
and ferocious dennnciations of the public en- 
cmv; and whenever any of those poor Indians 
were cut to pieces or blown from the mouths of 
cannon, the event was chronicled with a kind 
of fiendish exultation. These are the fellows to 
talk about the barbarism of the Northeners; 
these are the fellows who bemoan our short- 
comings with crocodile teaiT, forgetful of their 
ow n offences. 

Fortunately, we have on file some of the pun- 
gent editorials in which this slanderous and 
ly Ing sheet of London was in the habit of stim- 
ulating the passions of its readers. Take, fer 
example, its advice, in regard to the destruction 
of the gn at city of Delhi during that Sepoy re- 
bellion, which was in many respects a parallel 
of Ihe one we are dealing with. It was set on 
foot by a caste which dreaded a loss of its po- 
sition "and Influence in the countrv, owing to the 
grow ing supremacy of the British; it was or- 
ganized aud led by officers who had been trained 
and who had long served under the flag they 
now turned their swords against; and thercliel 
troops were armed ond equipped from British 
arsenals, and paid from the contents of plun- 
dered British treasures. Delhi, like our own 
Richmond, was the centre of the conspiracy 
where the damnable plot was nursed which 
plunged a vast and populous region into war 
and ruin. What has the Times to say about 
Delhi? On the 7th of August, 1S;,7, this guardian 
of civilization wrote: 

"Against women snd children there can be 
no war, whatever the provocation may have 
been; but we shall not feel one grain of pity for 
the Sepoy mutineers, or for anv of the male in- 
habitants of Delhi, who may have abetted them 
in their hideous atrocities. On grounds of" cold 
policy too, a terrihle example i» needed, an ex- 
air pic which shall be spoken of In the village! 
of British India for general ions to coma. If the 
work be not thoroughly done now, it must be 
done again, until at last some more far sighted 
people than O oral res discover that there is only 
ore thing nn Oriental really respects — a display 
of irresistible force." 

Not only the mutinous Sepoys, the resell in 
arms, were to be slain; but this humane Times 
dims ruled a massacre of every male inhabitant 
of a city containing a population of 250 000 
"oil's! But perhaps this was a hAsty utterance, 
the reader will say. It wonld be sufficiently 
atrocious even then; but to put this charitable 
supposition out of the question, the Times re- 
turned to the charge two weeks later, on the 
21st of August: 

"Now we sav, after full deliberation, ami with 
a due regard to the objections alwav* forthcom- 
ing against anv real or effectual policy, that no 
one stone of that city (Delhi) should lie left up- 
on another. Delhi should for the future be only 
known in history as Sodom and Gomorrah, so 
that Its place shall not be known. We are well 
awate that this will try the fidelity of some of 
oor friends, but they cannot really be onr friends 
if 1 hey wish to preserve the memorial of ourdis- 
gtace. It must be fully explained to them that 
no disrespect is intended to Mohammedan dy- 
nasties or the Mohammedan religion, but wr 
desire, also, that no disrespect shall be intended 
r>r permitted to us. An execution of this sol- 
emn nature is n' t to be performed without a 
proper force, but if thirty thousand British sol- 
diers are n quired to keep order on the occasion 
we trust that no Englishman would be found to 
grudge s year's more income tax that the work 
mav lie done." 

There mav bo loval men in Delhi, savs the 
Times, but they must be content to suffer; we 
have fi lends there, but if they are really fiicnds 
h v cannot stand in the wnv of our vengeance. 
«l ieh we Insist upon satisfying, ifn American, 
even in the most fervid heat of public excite- 
ment, lias used language or expressed de-ire* 
so atrocious as these, put forth with deliberate 
giavity by the leading journal of England.

The fi-her mendiug his net beside 
Ihe sea liecds ber noi; for be has just caught a 
tisb wh > Is an enchanted prim e, and who has 
promised unliounded rlche-s for being reconciled 
10 theses. Close by the rock a little mdlcu 
wanders dreamilv: let her licware, for hard by 
lurks a beautiful m°rman, ready to lure her w ith 
soft speeches lo his home under the water.

L»avc 
inn sca-shoie and walk inland; every flower, 
evtty leaf, is peopled with tiny people, such as 
haunted the wood near Athens, where love »ick 
Horns lisped languidly in the ass's cars ol Bully 
Bottom. Climb this little eminence, aud you 
*ill ere long find yourscll among new faces. 

W hoaic those that come dancing down so 
wildly, with robe* that fla-h white in the wind, 
nid feet that scarcely brush the dew from the 
tips of the flowers? They are all the elf-girls, 
or maids of the mountain — terrible in the eyes 
of little children, and fascinating to the wan- 
derer who halls too lazily upon his way. And 
what, you ask, is this wondcrous region iu 
which yon have been wandering? It is the land 
of Danish romance, and is just what Ochlen- 
s< hbigtr Aiidcrssen and the red have made it. 



PoVEieiT or tub Enolish Pkasantrt. — Pro- 
ressor Goldwin Smith, of Oxford University, 
who has but recently arrived iu this country, 
forcibly portrays the condition of the lower 
classes in England. Prof. Smith is one of the 
most profouud thinkers and eloquent writers of 
the ptesent day. He is also a firm friend to the 
ean-e of the Government in its efforts to snp- 
1 ress Hie rebellion. In a recent letter to a mein- 
tier of the Southern Independence Association 
he tajb" 

"It is on open question among writers on 
economical history whether the mass of the 
peasaiitijr in this' country have really at all 
shared in the increase of wealth and comfort 
which has accrued to the tipper classes in the 
course of the last three hundred years. No one 
will venture to say that they shared in anything 
like a fair propoitiou. Too many of them are 
still in a slate of great misery, of brutal igno- 
rance, and of the vice which " misery and igno- 
rance always bring in their train. Millions of 
our laboring population live constantlv in view 
of penal paujierism, and nearlv a million of 
them on the average are actually paupers. They 
1 as- through life without hope; thev die in des- 
litution; Ihe only havcu of their old age, after a 
life of toil, is the work-house. In most cot- 
tages of manv counties the children arc under- 
fed that the father may have enough to work on; 
and any physician who has been much among 
the poor will tell you that numbers of them die 
in infancy from want of proper food and cloth- 
ing. Iu Ireland centuries of horrors, to which 
I say most deliberately history affords no paral- 
lel, "seem 10 be closing in the "expatriation of a 
1 eople. There is wealth, luxury, and splendor, 
such as perhaps the world never saw, in the 
palaces of our nobles and our wealthy mer- 
chants and stock-brokers, but there is hunger, 
aud the honiblc disease that feeds on hunger, 
at the palace gates," 



A Maori Maidkn and Her Admirers.— Fra- 
zer's Magazine, in a paper ou New Zealand, has 
the following description of love at the Anti- 
podes: 

Airiana is a remarkable pretty half-caste, the 
offspring of an Englishman and a Maori woman. 
Her mother died some y ears ago, and her father, 
one of those restless, unsettled beings so often 
to be met with in the colouies. lelt her to the 
care of her Maori relations, and started for 
Australia. Nothing has been heard of him 
since. When the wor broke out she was living 
with a settler near Awamutu; the fomilv was 
obliged to leave, and she was carried off by the 
rebels. She sa\ s that this was done againBt ber 
will, and that while the fighting was going on 
at Ihe pah she was tied to another woman to 
prevent her from attempting to escape. 

We suspect, however, that she was tied onlv 
by the gentle cords of love, and that a Maori 
warrior had something to do with her presence 
there. When the pah was evacuated she was 
hit l>v a bullet, which shattered her arm. It 
would have gone hard with her. in the indis- 
criminate slaughter which ensued, had not some 
brave fellow stood over her and defended her 
life. No less than ten then came forward to 
claim the honor due to this gallant deed; but 
this was after the report of her beautv had 
si read over the camp, and each claimant doubt- 
less imoglned that he conld establish a lien 
over her heart. Nay, some weeks after the 
fight, an enthusiastic militiaman travelled all 
the way from Raglan, a distance of thiriv miles, 
ai.d demanded an interview with the Brigadier. 

He stated that he was the preserver of Arri- 
ana's life; he could neither eat. nor driuk. nor 
sleep, for thinking of her; so he had made up 
bis mind to make her his wife. He had fifty 
ponnds in the savings bank, which sum he 
wished to devote to her education, so as to pre- 
pare her for the dutk's of the married life. All 
that he desired at present was an Interview with 
ihe object of his affections. Arriana would at 
once recognize him, and rush to his arms. There 
was only one slight difficulty; he spoke no Mao- 
ri, and she knew no English, but love has a lan- 
guage of its own; he had no doubt that they 
would understand one another. The Brigadier, 
amused at the fellow's earnestness, granted tho 
desired interview, and allowed the interpreter to 
be present to assist if the silent language of love 
should prove insufficient. The lover entered 
the room with a basbful sheepish air, and stared 
at Arrianna, who stared at him ia return; hut 
there was no recognition on her part, no out- 
bursts of gushing gratitude, no rushing to his 
arms. 

Ou the contrary, she turned to the interpreter 
and coolly asked what the man wanted, on 
learning which she laughed heartily, and told 
him to go awav, as she had never seen him be- 
fore and would have nothing to say to him. The 
poor man begged, "lieseecbed, implored, and 
looked unutterable things; Arriana only tittered, 
and turn< d away her head. Ever since that 
lime lie lias continued to urge his suit In letters, 
wi itteu by a half-caste amanuensis, but the Ma- 
ori maiden is still obdurate. The poor mtlitia- 
uiau is not the only man who has felt the power 
of her beauty, or claimed to he her preserver. 
So importunate were some of heradmirers, that 
11 guard had to be stationed at the tint for her 
protection. She has now almost recovered 
m.m her wouud, and an asylum will be provid- 
ed for her in an orphan institution. We have 
still 6ome hope for the militiaman; perseverance, 
olti u leads to success iu love, a* in every tiling 
else. 

Thk Late Disaster at Nkw Cubkk.— Tha 
Wheeling lutclllgencer says: 

The history of the late disaster to our arms at 
New Cieek Station, as far as we have been able 
to learn, is about as follows: On Saturday last a 
small force, under Major Fleming, aud another 
small force, under Maj. Potts, wero sent out from 
New Creek with Instructions to attack the town 
of Moorclield, where only a small gang of Mc- 
Neil's rebels were supposed to lie stationed. 
Major Potts met with no opposition on the 
south side of the town, but Major Fleming was 
attacked by a large force of rebels, aud twcnlv 
of his men were killed, wounded, and captured. 
Major Fleming biintelf being among the latter. 
Tliis force retreated upon New Creek, reaching 
the station on Sunday, and giving the alarm. 
No parti' alar preparations appear to have been 
11. mil- foran attack, and no alarm appears to have 
tx • u occasioned at New Ocok by the return of a 
portion of Mnj. Fleming's defeated comtuaud. 
1 m Monday morning the rebels came slowly 
di w n upon New Creek, the advance being at- 
tind in our uniform. Supposing the approach- 
it,:: f< n e 10 be ihe returning command of Major 
Polls, our men allowed Ihe rebels lo come 
within thirty yards of the f ortificatlous, when 
thev (the rebs) set up a borriole yell, and 
, 1, urged down with great fury upon the fort 
Onr men were completely panic stricken, and 
al ar.dotii d the fort without firing a gun. Iu 
fa l the whole command was completely de- 
moralized, and it was in vain that some of the 
Officers attempted to rally the coufuoed squads. 

'Ihe rebels, about ouc thousand in Dumber, 
row had even thing their own way. They 
burned the commissary stores aud other Gov- 
ernment and private property, and captured 
about two hundred and fifty citizens and sol- 
diers. Including the greater portion of Holmes's 
battery, wime of whom have since made their 
en ape. They also captured atiout two hundred 

d fifty cattle, eight huudred horses, throe 
thousand pair of pantaloons, as manv shirts, 
and sonic other Government clothing and prop- 
erty. The rebels were particularly cruel toward 
ti e negroes found at tho station. Oue negro 
wus shot dead, aud many others were tired 
apt n. A let of shells deposited among the 
CI n uiissnry stores exploded while the [building 
was being consumed by liie, adding greatly to 
li e alarm and consternation which alreadv |ire- 
vailed. 

A force of rebels went up to Piedmont, and, 
after meeting with a gallant resistance from 
( Apt. Fisher's command, hurried to »et lire to 
1 lie round-house at that place as before staled, 
but sooutook their departure. 

The whole of General Pavne's command then 
retreated in the direct ion of Moorclield. 

Ou Fnduv night Major Potts, with his com- 
mand, an ived at Piedmont, brimring tevjraeen 
n I el prisoners. Major P. had heard of the de- 
test of Fleming, snd bad followed Payne's cora- 
msnd toward Niw Creek, picking up strag- 
glers. Hearing of Ihe disaster at New Creek, 
he marchi d for Piedmont, thus escaping defeat 
and captuie, as he could not have successfully 
e'outeiided with so large a reliel force. 

Pfwr.. Sheridan — General Sheridan was thir- 
h -three Tears of age on the Hth of last Septem- 
ber. He Is a little below the medium height, 
compactly built, and very active. His face is 
pleasant to took npon. It Is not a handsome 
(see. Brown and hardy with the exposure of 
manv campaigns, bcfoic and during the present 
war. It is the ideal of a soldier's face in every- 
thing. It has gray eyes, (I think the eyes are 
gro\) that gleam on appropriate occasions witli 
lascinating human or savage tire. Black hair, 
and a black mustache, and whiskers slightly 
tinged with gray, crown and wreath a counte- 
nance whose smile is that of a courtier, whoso 
frown is positively tempetuous. 

General Sheridan habitually wears a full dress 
frock cost, and usually a fatigue cap. His man- 
ner is frank, cordial, stiaighlforward, at all 
times, never assuming, never overbearing. Ton 
-bould see him strolling about camp, with his 
l ands in bis trowsers pockets, his square should- 
ers slighilv elevated, his head bent in medita- 
i|i n. or occasionally lifted to ask, or reply 10 a 
question from oue of his staff. His gait Is light, 
elastic, half fanciful. It reminds yon of a 
1 1>\ kicking at pebbles. His voice is as musical 
and merry as a woman's. He tells a story and 
e 1 |a off a 'jest w ith a soft, slow utterance, that 
siigt ests w ithheld laughter. It is Impossible to 
conceive a more winning, graceful manner than 
that which he assume*, or which is natural 
\< In 11 be wishes to he kind. 

Underneath all these "winning ways" there 
i- concealed in ordinary moments — a domi- 
nating and sometimes inconsiderate will. He 
has. in fact, another "war" with him, decidedly. 
His naff, while nearlv all In love with him. arc 
m metiu.es bard worked to a pitch of swearing 
that not even the General himself conld sur- 
1 ass. 

Did I sav that General Sheridan ever swore? 

There mav as well be a clean breast of it. 
He ccrtainlv has an opulent store of oaths— the 
rirhest, raciest oath that ever cursed a laggard 
line of infantrv. or damned a cavalry squadron 
on to a charge • nis oaths have a projectile 
force and tell. This Is their merit.

The Latkst Boston "Notion."— Thocnergy 
of the Yankee character has a fresh illustration 
in the devices for continuing the regular Issue 
of ti c dailv papers of Boston in spite of the 
printer's strike. 8ix of these jouruals are desv 
litnle of compositors, in consequence of the 
mtlon of the Printer's Union, a bodv which 
dimanded tcrmsthat the proprietors determined 
10 resist; but help came from unexpected 
soutces. and some amusing scenes are reported. 
In the Traveller office, two clergymen— one a 
Methodist ond the other a Universalist — arc 
working "at case," having volunteered their 
• ei\iees to pull ihe paper through this trouble. 
In fi e Herald office the proprietor assumed the 
entire labor of the editorial department, while 
bis editors and rejiorters set theftype. A judge 
in one of the courts sent a message to the edi- 
tors of the Journal that be was readv to read 
proof, or to work in any other position where 
his labori ouid be made available. The cashier 
of one of the leading banks in Boston, offers

HORRIBLE AFFAIR IN HOWAF3 COUirTT, MO. 

Booxvili-e, Mo., Not. 21, 
F.iitnrt Missiwri Democrat: Ton hove no donbt, 
ere this, been fully informed in regard to the kill- 
ing of the notorious bushwhacker bill Stewart, 
who boasted of huving killed our worthy oh* 
citizen, Mr. Boiler, and who was one of Bill 
Anderson's gang aud a pet of old Pap Price, as 
old Pap said when here that ho "wUted his 
whole army consisted of hist such men as An- 
derson and his gang." This notorious sioan- 
drel. Stew art, was killed on the opposite side of 
the river from this place by a stock drover 
whom he was attempting to fob, and his bodv 
was brought to this place and fully identified. 
This fellow wore bis hair very long, and I- am 
informed that the rebel women of this place 
and other friends of his shaved the back of his 
bead almost bare In securing locks of his hair. 
I understand that some of them also expressed 
great regret that "poor Captain Stewart" had 
bees killed. 

In the early part of this week Mr John 8tin- 
sen, a worthy ond peaceable citizen of this 
countv, with four others, crossed the river at 
ibis place with a drove of cattle, and on yester- 
day their dead bodies were brought back, thev 
having been murdered and horribly mutilated 
by a party of this sumc gang of old Pap's pets, 
01 d<T a fellow named Brumfield. Several of 
these men weie shot ' hrough the head, and the 
weapons with which they were shot were held 
so dose to them that the powder was burned 
imp their faces. One of them had his finger- 
nails and the ends of his fingers torn off, appa- 
rently with pinchers; another was horribly mu- 
tilated about the face, as if done with the heal 
of a boot, the end of his nose pulled off, and a 
gash two or three indies long in the side of his 
bend, ending through the skull bone. This 
occurred in Howard county, on Tuesday even- 
ing, about three miles from Rocheport, on the 
road leading from New Franklin to Columbia; 
but before these devils incarnate had time to 
rob and strip tbeir victims, a dettehment of 
Captain Eaton's company. Mi M. S. M., came 
upon them, killed Brumfield and one other, artdi 
scattered the balance. These feffows boasted 
that they had done this In retaliation for 
the killing of Stewart by a stock drover. 

Talk about peace and quiet In this country, 
wken such deeds are perpetrated almost dally in 
tnch a populouscounty as Howard by a few bush- 
whackers! This is the season of the year when 
tnch devils could not remain ia the countrv if 
the citizens would do their duty, and not feed 
and harbor them; but Ihe fact is", "Old Pap" and 
his sympathizing friends and these notorious, 
mntdering, thieving bushwhackers are all of the 
same stripe. 

The rebel women of this place have rendered 
t hcmselves perfectly ridiculous on account of the 
extract dinary attention tbey have given to the 
wounded rebels left here by old Price. Some of 
tin m, I am told, have actually become lousy by 
coming in too close contact with them. Thev 
have suffered themselves to be gallanted about 
Ihe streets, to church, and other places, bv these 
illiterate, dirty rebel dogs, and they have feasted 
il nn like lords; hut if they are called upon to 
furrlsh Union soldiers (to whom alone thev 
look for protection) with one meal tbey think it 
a erent hardship. 

Would to God thev were all in Dixie, where 
they riyhttHlly belong! * * *

A Boors Bart Cash ist E*rit.isn Hioh Lipr — 
Mrs. Biirdki.d Octdomk. — A case, resembling 
in many respects the famous Douglas cue of 
ihe last centurv, was yesterday decided In the 
Rolls Court after an investigation occupying 
judge ami jury for three successive davs. Ii 
was not, indetxl, a question of the devolution of 
an estotc large enough to he styled a principal- 
ity, nor did the contest, like its great forerun- 
ner, involve the purity of blood ol a family 
which had more than once usurped kindly 
lonerand kingly functions, if not kingly name; 
but ttie fact to be determined was of the same 
kind, and the contradiction of probabilities was 
almost as embarrassing. A child, which had 
lor years been accepted as the issue of a Lin- 
colnshire gentleman and his wi r e. was declared 
to have no claim lo the title. The 
case presented to Ihe court was thai 
the supposed mother, who has been dead for 
several y ears, had deceived her husband and 
family by imposing upon them a child which 
was not her own; but. unable to carry her secret 
to. ihe gtave. she had confessed the fraud to two 
or three persons, one of whom was ber father 
The family of the wife had a direct pecuniary 
1st en stin negativing the legitimacv ol the child, 
and the natural improbability of a deceit, wbi -h 
ros confessed would have be -n completely s ic- 
ecssful I lit for the weakness pf the wife, was in- 
creased by the years which the- had allowed to 
elapse since her death without taking anv mea- 
sures to obtain a judicial exposure of the fraud. 
The evidence brought forward was, however, so 
strong that the Jury found it impossible to ar- 
rive at any other conclusion than that the child 
was supposititious. 

It seems that in Mav, 1861, a Mr. Gclnev. of 
Cardlesbv Hall, in Lincolnshire, was tm'"- ; 
a Miss Smith, of the same county, but up to 
February, lR r >4, there had been no Issue of the 
marriage. Miscarriage* had indeed happened 
two or three times, and In September, 1H53, the 
lady had told tier husband and friends that she 
was ngnin pregnant. In February, 1M54, she 
was in ill health, and went aloue lo London to 
e< iisiilt n physician, taking lodgings in Park 
street. Orosreoor Square, but she had onlv been 
iu the metropolis two or tbrcc dats, when she 
wrote to her husband announcing that she had 
lieen prematurely confined. He hurried np to 
town by the next train when his wife presented 
him wiih a fair-habed girl as their daughter. A 
day or two afterw ard a cousin of his wife, who 
wiis a chemist and druggist, warned him that a 
Mr. Goss, the person attending his wife, was a 
very improper rharacler lo have about her, 
whereupon Mr Goss was immediately dismiascd 
and Dr. Kane was called in. Dr Farrc. rcl ing 
mainly, it would seem, upon his memoranda, 
declared at the trial that he had no dotiot but 
that the lady had been confined, and the child 
appeared to have l^een born only a few davs 
when he was summoned, and he treated the 
ase without any suspicion of fraud. There was 
DO suggestion that the husband had at this 
lime or till long after, any reason to donbt that 
the child was hia own; and a female cousin of the 
lady dec lared that the mother, when living, had 
a1woy6 treated the baby with mothcrlv kindness. 
The mother on hir reeoverv was chur lied at 
the nearrst church, and her brother was one of 
the spon-ers at the christening of the child 
So far. it must be confessed that the case for 
Ihe legitimacv of the child was suffi -lentlv 
strong. Ou the other hand, it was clearlv 
proved thai the husband and wife did not live 
happily together, and, indeed, he bad been guilty 
"f conduct toward her which conies under the 
legal definition of cnicltv. In tho ill-feeling be- 
tween the husband and the wife, the family of 
the Utter discovered tho motive for her fraud 
A desire to win back an alienated hnsband w.v, 
it would seem from the evidence of one of her 
friends, the reason which prompled her to carry 
out a design which was so nearlv successful". 
Sho was, however, evidently a weak, impulsive 
woman, and the statements she made, oven in 
confession, do not seem consistent with them- 
selves, snd are certainly not altogether consist- 
ent with the truth. 8hc told her cousin, a cler- 
g< man. that she had lvr-en confined In February, 
18M, of a still-bom child, and she has thereupon 
got a changeling to supply the place of tho dead- 
born infant. The lady's maid to whom she eon- 
fessed the deceit said nothing of aay dead- birth, 
and a medical man. who examined ber body 
after death, declared she had never l«en con- 
fined at all. Dr. Farre was positive that she 
must have been confined two or three days he- 
mic he was called in. The further evidence of 
I he deceit made il necessary to decide the point. 
Ti e landlady of the lodging-house in Park 
si n et assisted in putting Mrs. Gedney to bed on 
the night of her confinement, and observed no 
signs o 1 pregnancy; Goss and his wife arrived a 
liillc later, the latter conceiling a bundle under 
her cloak, and, after three or four hours, during 
w hich there was no noise or symptom ot ex- 
< i cli ent in the sick room, the landlady was 
eulled in; was told that Mrs. Gedney had been 
ei ntttcd, and a little female infaulwas produced, 
« hicn looked as if il had been born a week. 
The monthly nurse, who was summoned the 
same night, deposed that she saw eoough to be 
satisfied that the baby was not nearly born. In 
fact, the child Wat born ou the till of February. 
• in that day a single woman named Lucy 
Fletcher was confined at tho York II >ad Lying- 
in Hospital of a daughter, which she parted 
with a few days after to a gentleman who prom- 
ised that it should be adopted by a lady. This 
girl was a little fair blue-eyed girl. She had 
nev er seen the baby or tho gentleman since, and 
was apparently ignorant even of his name; but 
a nurse in the* same hospital, who was a pasty 
to the transaction, knew him as a Dr. (loss, and 
identified him with a Dr. (loss now living in 
Pimlico, who was identified as the Dr. Goss 
who attended Mrs. Gedney in Park street. 
This identification was, perhaps, the weakest 
part of the case, and neither side called the very 
irngular practitioner himself to prove or dis- 
prove his paiticipation in the fraud; but the jury 
were satisfied of his identity, and the case was 
then practically complete. The confessions of 
i lie lady herself, made in one instance, at least, 
w hen in a very hysterical condition, might be 
open to suspicion, but the evidence of the land- 
lady and nurse in Park street excluding the pos- 
sibility of a regular accouchment, coupled with 
the actual sale of an infant, a few hours before 
the supposed event, to a man who, with his 
wife, were the sole witnesses of the alleged 
birth, precluded all doubt, and the jury, there- 
fore, arrived at the conclusion, that the little 
girl who has hitherto passed as Miss Gcdnoy 
w as in reality the child of Lucy Fletchor. 



Fori. MrpDKR — Howard Campbell, of com- 
pany II, Ctt West Virginia infantry, was mur- 
dered on the 10th ult. by three members of the 
.id ludiana cavalry, while serving as safeguard 
mar Newtown, "Frederick county, Virginia. 
Ihe cause of the murder was this: Some of our 
cavalry had been depredating upon the citizens 
to ratlier a shameful extent. One of the 3d In- 
diana cavalry, on the 9th, happened at the 
house at wh'ch Campbell was serving as a safe- 
guard, and Campbell inveighed in terms of the 
highest disapprobation against the conduct of 
soldiers in marauding the premises of helpless 
women and children, observing that he would 
prefer bushwhacking to conduct so nnsoldler- 
likc. The cavalryman did not resent this at the 
lime, but returned the next day with three com- 
rades of bis regiment, and set upon Campbell 
and shtit him w ith revolvers until he fell dead, 
nine balls piercing his body. The men who 
committed the deed ure knovcDj and will bo 
dealt nith in accordance wilh military law.

Sr-KCIAL TO THE UinSTILLB JOC1UVAI. 

NASimi.t.n, Dec. G. 

The situation to-day is unchanged. Early 
this morning our batteries opened briskly on 
the enemy 's working parlies in tho trenches. 
Their sharp-shooters had become very annoy- 
ing, and had picked off a number of men on oar 
lines. A few shells cut short this amusement, 
w hich has not been resumed. 

General 8teedman carried out a very success- 
ful little reconcolssance this morning on our 
left. The GXth Indiana and 6th ludiana cavalry 
dismounted, pushed out in front, aud engaged 
the enemy's skirmishers, attracting his attention 
in that direction, while Colonel Morgan, of the 
14th colored, with his regiment and the Iflth 
colored, cams down suddenly on the enemy's 
flank, killing five, wonnding ten, and capturing 
seventeen, including a Lieutenant. 

The latter 6ays: The rebels lost at Franklin 
ten General officers. Among the killed not pre- 
viously icported were Generals Govan and 
(juarles. General Cheatham escaped capture 
ibis morniug through the fleetness of his horse. 
The enemy is remarkably quiet, and don't seem 
to half like the prospect. 

The steamers Prima Donna, Prairie State, and 
Msguet, captured yesterday on the Cumberland, 
were recaptured to-day by the gunboat Caron- 
delet. 

NAsnvn.i.i', Dee. G— 7 P. M. 
There has been considerable artillery firing 
alonjj our lines to-day. The enemy's sharp- 
shooters aunoy us some, and succeed in wound- 
ing a few. About dark heavy firing was heard 
>everal miles down the river, supposed to pro- 
ceed from our gunboats. Nothing definite has 
been received concerning the matter up to this 
hour. 

WAsinnnToiv, Dec. 6. 

The 8uprrme Court met and adjourned over 
again to-day for want of a quorum. They 
passed resolutions of respect to Judge Taney. 

Persons from the front report all quiet in the 
Army of the Potomac, but that our army is not 
going into winter quarters. 

Nearly all the sick and wounded have been 
removed from City Point, and the erection of 
wooden hospitals has been stopped. Last week 
General Merritt started his divison of cavalry nn 
a grand foraging expedition in the counties east 
of the Blue Kidge, the region whe-e Mosby's 
guerillss sblde, and from which they derive 
their euftcnance. 

Gen. Merritt has scoured Loudon aud Far- 
quier counties thoroughly, and last Saturday 
came in with over 1,200 sheep, more than 600 
hogs, and a large number of turkeys. No force 
of the enemy was seen, except squads of gue- 
rillas. About 20 guerillas were captured. Gen. 
Merritt lo6t one killed and three or four 
wounded. 

Gov. Fletcher, of Mo., had a long and satis- 
factory interview to day wiih the President and 
Secretary of War. 

The storv about the transfer of Gen. Double- 
day to Gen. Cadwallader's Department, and of 
Cadwallader taking Doubleday's command here, 
turns out unfounded. 

Governor Dcnnison, and Attorney-General 
Speed's nominations will undoubtedly be acted 
upon by the Senate to-morrow. In accordance 
with the almost invariable custom, they were, 
to-day, referred to the appropriate committee. 

The three noticeable points in the President's 
message which called out applause of members 
of the House during the reading, were two near 
the close, already mentioned, and the one where 
he paid a generous tribute to the emancipation- 
ists of Mary land. • 

The severest criticism the Democrats make 
on the message is that there is nothing conclu- 
sive in it. Senators McDougai says il strikes 
him as a collection of great platitudes. 

The Senate has been conferring to-day on 
committees. Quite an animated controversy 
arose on the question of putting Grimes at the 
bead of the Naval Committee in placo of Hale, 
who ia hostile to the Department. 

The oilier committees in the Senate remain 
unchanged. John Sherman rises by regular 
promotion to the head of the Finance Commit- 
tee. In the House no change will be midc in 
the committee, except that of vacancy in the 
Ways and Means, caused by Stebbin's resigna- 
tion, must be tilled. 

Maj.-Gen. Rosecrans was to-day superseded in 
the command of the Department of Missouri by 
Maj. -Gee. Dodge, of Iowa. Gen. Steele is also 
understood to be superceded by Gen. Reynolds. 
Gen. Rosecrans, it is supposed, will be at Cin- 
cinnati for a time. 

The question when the new Chief Justice 
shall take his scat, is yet undecided. Many of 
his friends think it is better that the announce- 
ment of his predecessor's death should first be 
made. 

The Scneate to-day confirmed the nomination 
of S. P. Chase as Chief Justice of the Supreme 

Court. 

The nominations of James Speed as Attorney. 
General and Wm. Dennison as Po-tma»ter- 
Gcncral were seut in, but were not acted upon. 



Nashvii.ij?, Dec. 6. 

Very little of interest transpired yesterday. 
Artillcrv skirmishing continued throughout the 
day. The daily routine was varied by the re- 
ception of a flag of truce sent in by Gen. Hood, 
which was received by our pickets on the Frank- 
lin pike at about 11 A. M. The bearers had the 
following letter from Gen. Hood:

All sorts of rumors pervaded the citv, when 
news that a flag of truce came In got abroad. 
The general supposition was that Hood had de- 
manded the surrender of the citv. Gens. Mel- 
roy and Roussean are at Murfreesboro, wtich is 
amply guarded, and can be defended against 
any rebel force which may attack it. 

Yesterday a body of rebels attacked theblexrk- 
house Mnrfrecsboro and were bravely repulsed 
and driven off in confusion, losing six piece* of 
artillely and many prisoners. 

Matters at the front to-day a?c more quiet 
than usual. No artillery that can be seen has 
been used. 

Hood's headquarters arc said to be at Brent- 
wood, six miles touth of the city, on the Frank- 
lin pike. 

NAsitviLr.lv, Dec. 8. 
A Captaiu in Forrest's cavalry corps was re- 
cognized by some of his former companions, 
dresstd in citizens clothes, taking observations 
of onr works at and near Fort Gillem. To-day 
another member of the 10th Tennessee was 
captured while in the act of deserting to the 
enemy. 

Tbe rebels have possessed themselves of the 
residence of Mrs. A. N. Brown, and are intrench- 
ing themselves this side. Thev have also taken 
a position on the hill near the Hydes Ferry 
road, and are planting a battery there. There 
has been very heavy cannonading since four P. 
M. to-day from the' guns of Forts Negley and 
Casine, which are shelling the rebel force in 
tbeir front to prevent the enemy from erecting 
batteries. Two of our men were wounded to- 
day by the rebel sharp-shooters near the resi- 
dence of Mrs. Acklen.

Governor Brown, of Georgia, has issued three 
more proclamations on the crisis, but in Savan- 
nah according to the Republican, of that c'tv, 
even llie^e stirring papers do not bring out tho 
citizens, far it appeat-s a military guard has to 
go around town and drag them out of their hid- 
ing places. 

General Dick Taylor has been assigned to 
the command of all the Alabama and Georgia 
reserves, with his headquarters at Savannah. 

The Macon Telegraph of November 25th says: 
Sherman's situation is daily growing mora pre- 
carious, and we may coutident ly nope for his 
complete overthrow and destruction. 

The Central road is said to be entirely de- 
stroy ed between Oriswold and Mclntire. 

Dktiioit, Dec. 7. 

Information of a most positive character that 
a raid upon this city is being organized by tbe 
rebel refugees in Canada. It has been received- 
by the civil ond military authorities here. 

Col. Hill, Military Commander, in a bote to 
May or Barker, published this morning, recom- 
mends that immediate measures be taken to 
organise and arm a regiment of militia for local 
protection. 

Laree numbers of special policemen have been 
enrolled and active measures are otherwise being 
taken to protect the citv.

Shoxb fob Woraw.— A correspondent of the 
Country Gentleman mentioned the case of a 
horse, which was just ready to die of an old 
and festered wound. Fortunately, he adds, at 
this stage of the case, an oM Pennsylvania 
tsamsler came to onr relief and recommended 
sme*ing wiih old shoes. A smoke was made 
of old shoes, soles aad all, cut in pieces, in a 
hog-trough, and placed under the swollen parts. 
In a few hours the swelling wholly subsided, 
and the sore commenced ddischarging matter— 
tbe horse was Eavtd. 

Some years alter this I heard two persons 
talking about a horse that had been gorged in 
Ihe abdomen. In this ease everything bad been 
trtsd in vain. The poor creature must die. At 
nj luggestion he was smoked, and when 1 next 
heard tromhim the old horse was well. So much 
for old wounds. 

Iu >he same year I cut mv foot with an axe. 
The isdv of Ihe hou«e, seising the foot while it 
w;.. y i : bleeding freely, held it over a pan con- 
taining smoking tag-logs. In a few minutes 
the bleeding stopped, and the smoke was re- 
moved, asd a bandage applied to protect it from 
accidental blows. The wound never maturated, 
and cousrc,uently nctvr paintd me. ' I have seen* 
this remedy tried in many similar cases, aud al- 
way s wiih same results. Let the reader bear in 
mlad that no liDiment or salve, drawing or 
healing, should lie applied. You have merely 
to smoke the wound well, and nature will do 
the rest. 

I suppose the smeke of burning wood would 
produce the same results, but It would not be 
so manageable. There is a principle iu the 
smoke of wood which, when applied to the 
flesh, coagulates the albumen, thus rendering 
it unsusceptible of . patrelaction. The same 
principle stops bleeding by coagulating the 
blood. It promotes healing, and may be ap- 
plied with decided benefit to almost all ulcers, 
wounds, and cutaneous diseases.

The heroine of the story was a mem- 
ber of the Hardmnn family— in fact, the late 
Miss Hardman's mother, and the vault iu Peter'e 
Chuich was the locality where the startling re- 
vival scene took place. — l>roghtda (/re.)

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Tire Laiior Question.— What can be done to 
prevent our labor from leaving the State? This 
we have already urged as a question of vital 
Importance to our farmers, and it is scarcely of 
less importance to everybody else, for all par- 
ties are concerned In the subject of labor and of 
food. In the slave-holding «ounties labor is very 

arce and under present circumstances it mu9t 
become still scarcer every day. We have here- 
tofore pointed out the trouble, perplexity, and 
inconvenience, aad there is no necessity for a 
repetition. The pressure Is upon every farmer 
and planter In the State who has been uslug 
slave labor. Every one who is not purblind, 
sees the trouble we arc in and f«els the necessity 
of doing something. And yet there is great 
danger that nothing will be done, for what is 
everybody's business is nobody's business. 
There Is great danger that this Important sub- 
ject will be neglected and passed over by the 
people and the Legislature, and deferred to 
another year's action. And there are other 
serious causes of apprehension from inconsid- 
erate and immature expedients to dafcr an 
evil day, from a dUlike to grapple with a ques- 
tion which staggers prescience and statesman, 
•hip, or from an unwillingness or Inability to 
root up prejudioes, and change a system which 
permeates our constitution, our laws, and our 
economies. But we cannot atford to be deaf to 
the call of necessity; we cannot Ignore the prev- 
alent anarchy, and the certainty that it will be- 
come still more Intolerable. We cannot con- 
ceal the fact that the grown negroes remaining 
and those who are growing up and will soo» bo 
able to labor will leave the Slate. We know 
that they w ill assuredly continue to do so from 
day to day, and from week to week, and from 
month to month, unlesssome nieawasare taken 
to prevent the exodus. We are not discussing tho 
question of slavery at all; that question is not be- 
fore us er before the people, and especially for the 
elave-holders of the State it matters not whether 
slavery be right or wrong morally, right or 
wrong economically. We are iuvolved in a cer- 
tain predicament which is notofourownseeking, 
and the only question under our consideration 
now is how to get out of it. By the Constitu- 
tion of Kentucky slavery cannot be reached by 
calling a convention, under five years, even if 
we were to suppose that every man in the Corn- 
men wealth should desire Its termination under 
the pressure of our present unfortunate circum- 
stances. By the Constitution of the United 
State*: — supposing every man In Kentucky and 
in three-fourths of all the other States should 
favor its removal — it cannot be etrected under 
several years. In the moantime " while the 
gras6 grows — the proverb is somewhat musty" — 
Kentucky will suffer in the severest manuer by 
the escape of a great part of her mature labor- 
ers and of those growing up from year to year, 
and the helpless women and children and the 
aged negroes will be left upon our hands. Wr 
feel now the uncertainty of procuring house, 
hold servants for the next year upon the eve of 
the hiiing time, and the difficulties and cm- 
tiairassments must be still greater to those who 
ere engaged iu industrial pursuits. In the 
present utter disorganization of our slave sys- 
tem no control can be retaiued even over 
those that remain. We shall be compelled 
bj the instincts of humanity to feed aud clothe 
them at our own expense, or be forced, from 
aheer inability to provide for them, to turn them 
adrift. There is no small danger that in a short 
time hundreds and thousands of women and 
children will be sent out to take care of them- 
selves. This is the case now to some extent. A 
man has a slave woman and three, four, or live 
children, whose husband has left him, or, If he 
was owned by another person, all or most of his 
own men are gone, and he is obliged to send 
this woman out with her children to try to dud 
s home "for her and their victuals and clothes." 
This is no imaginary case. Perhaps every one 
of our readers has already such a condition of 
things under his eye. These women and children 
will be virtually free. Iu no long time the coun. 
try will swarm with them. The present laws will 
be impotent to control tbcm, for legally they 
will be slaves, bnt in effect they will be free 
The laws will l>e Impotent to compel the master 
to keep them at home and to take care of them. 
Everybody will be more or less in the same con- 
dition, and the laws cannot under such circum- 
stances be enforced. Necessity has no law. 
These swarms of virtually but illegally free ne- 
groes will become an intolerable nuisance; they 
are so now. They must live, and will support 
themselves largely by pilfering. They cannot 
be treated as free by law; the children cannot be 
bound out to labor. Nothing can be done with 
them or for them by the laws as matters now 
stand. And thus, while the negroes become de- 
moralized, the [eruicious influences of breaking 
and evading laws will vitiate the whole fabric 
of society. 

Now, the question returns — it cannot be eva- 
dctf— what shall be done? The State Cjustitu- 
tion says: "The General Assembly shall have no 
power to pass laws for the emancipation of 
6laves without (fa consent nf their owners, or with- 
out paying their owners previous to such eman- 
cipation a full equivalent in money for the slaves 
80 emancipate, aud providing for their removal 
from the State. " It follows clearly from this 
provision of the Constitution that the Legis- 
lature may emancipate the slaves with the consent 
of their owners, or by paying them previously 
to such emancipation a full equivalent, Ac. 
The latter alternative we take for granted to be 
impossible. Tue Legislature cannot and will 
not undertake to make compensation to the 
owners of slaves, nor will Congress. It only re- 
mains, therefore, that, if anything be done, it 
must be done by the consent of the owners. Now, 
the Impllcatien of the constitutional provision 
Just quoted is positive, that the Legislature may 
emancipate slaves with the consent of the own- 
ers. The whole disposition of the matter, 
therefore, is in the hands of those owners. If 
they desire the universal demoralization and 
anarchy which we have pointed out, they have 
only to let things remain as they arc; they will 
follow a* surely as night follows day. There is 
apparently no help for it. But if they do not 
desire such a state of affairs, then they should 
bestir themselves and make their wishes known 
to the Legislature at its approaching session. 
That body will do nothing without being 
etrongly prompted. It will do nothing on its 
own responsibility. Its members are provor- 
bially timid of assuming responsibilities. The 
people have been far in advance of our 
General Assemblies ever since the rebellion 
broke out, and the present one would 
probably summon sufficient courage to 
refer the question back to the peo- 
ple. It might also pass an act freeing the 
6laves of such persons as are willing to record 
their consent iu a specified manner. This would 
not infringe on the property rights of any one. 
None could complain, and it would be strictly 
constitutional. As we have heretofore stated, 
we are utterly opposed to any action in this or 
any other matter not strictly in accordance 
with the Constitution. Let us bear any evil 
rather than violate that instrument, however un- 
wise or unreasonable jts provisions may be, and 
it is certainly both unwise aud unreasonable to de- 
mand live years time to effect the smallest alter*- 
tlon in the Coustltution.howcver urgent might be 
the necessity. The rebels would have soon 
overcome this difficulty by a sovereignty con- 
vention or a self-constituted legislative body, 
such as assembled at RussellviUe in 1861. We 
utterly repudiate and abhor all such action. 
Let us. we again repeat, abide by the bond, re- 
gaWess of the consequences. Woe to our State 
whcn#er people learn to disregard their 
fundamental law, This has been the rock upon 
which the rebel bark struck, and will perish ac- 
cursed of God and man. 

We do not understand that the constitutional 
provision requiring the emancipated slaves to 
be sent out of the State applies to those eman- 
cipated by the consent of their owners. It 
seems to apply only to those for whom a full 
equivalent in money has been paid by the State 
Government. All such freed persons, so volun. 
tarily emancipated, might remain, therefore, in 
the State, for the present, as laborers, and be 
subjected to wise, judicious, humane, yet strin- 
gent laws of labor, which would be far better 
for us and for them, better than their present 
loose and demoralized condition, and better than 
slavery itself. We hope the slave-holders of 
Kentucky will take this great matter into se. 
rious consideration. Provision should be con- 
templated for the prospective removal of the 
black race to Africa, as has been the aim of 
the Colonization Society, a measure of the 
greatest benefit to them, and in accordance 



with our highest ultloHte Interests o.Uo. a? 
v eil as prejudicss. Men's prejudices as well a* 
interests, and intcrc-ts as well as duties, mint 
always be consulted by practical statesmen. 
Wrong-headed theorists w ould drive the plough- 
share of their Utopian schemes through the 
actual and existing institutions of society, regard- 
less of the consequences, tearing up the foun- 
dations, overthrowing the superstructure and 
leaving all in ruins;— blind leaders of the blind, 
they all fall into the ditch made by their own 
theories. But practical statesmeu, who wish to 
reform and improve the State, have diligent re- 
gard to all that exists — the Constitution, the 
laws and institutions resting on it, and even to 
ihu prejudices and wrong notions of the people. 
All must be respected and our course directed 
accordingly . It is therefore a corollary that the 
remedial action for the removal of Kentucky's 
clogs upon her labor system should be initiated, 
directed and perfected by Kentucky herself. 
We have to consider it iu an economic point of 
view, and the highest order of statesmanship 
must be directed to the work. The zealous 
philanthropists, who toil to accomplish a hu- 
manitarian reform, will greatly embarrass pres- 
ent legislative action, but they will have an ex- 
tended Held for subsequeut work when the 
slaves are emancipated. That will require wis- 
dom and e nergy to solve. 

General Grant's arrival in Washington was 
marked by the same quiet and absence of dis- 
play as bis visit to New York, the only thing 
unusual about It being the special car in wb.it.-b. 
he was conveyed to the National Capital. 
On his arrival at the depot he took a corner in 
a horse-car for the hotel, and was entirely over- 
looked by those around him, who. although ex- 
pecting him to arrive, did not imagine the quiet 
individual in the corner was the veritable Lieu- 
tehant-Gcneral. A venerable gentleman who 
sat opposite to tho great military chieltain, and 
who at the time was peering directly into the 
General's eyes, let loose the remark to a neigh- 
bor that he never saw the General, but had great 
regard for him, and would have a peep at liim, 
if possible; and a modest young man, looking 
full into the General's face, volunteered the 
remark "that he came on the train just in," and 
that he "knew the General intimately. He 
would know him among a thousand, and that 
he was not on that train." 

The unostentatious manner of the Licutcnant- 
.Gcneral might be studied with good effect by 
some officers of smaller note. It is a potont 
principle that true greatness is always modest 
and retiring. Men of 6ense occupying import- 
ant positions, while preserving ihefr dignity, 
never make an unusual display of themselves, 
or assume a pompous, overbearing manner in 
transacting business. As a general thing, it is 
far easier to approach an officer with stars upon 
his shoulder, in a business matter, than it is to 
obtain an interview with, and a civil reply from, 
one who has not yet risen above the lino. 
Clothe some, individuals with the most limited 
authority, and, being blessed with more conceit 
than sense, they at once become unapproach- 
able, and act as pompous and dignified as kings 
Their vanity knows no bounds. They surround 
themselves with guards, and.to ask the simplest 
question of them, you must be ushered into the 
august presence with all the forms of royalty. 
You suppress a smile at the vanity of the in- 
dividual In uniform— his display of brass but- 
tons, gold lace, and immense shoulder, straps — 
and retire from his presence iu disgust. The 
orderly that obeys his beck and will, niue times 
out of ten, is the most sensible man of the two. 
After an incident of this kind you arc more 
than ever impressed with the truth of tho 
lines: 

Worth makes the man, the want of It the fellow. 
It is amusing to visit an office and find, star- 
ing you in the face, a large plicard worded 
something like the following: "Pbivatk Office 

— No ADMITTANCE. " 

You look Into another room and see orderlies 
lounging about. You ask for the Lieutenant 
or Captain or Major or whatever he may be, 
and are informed that he is in his private office. 
You turn again to the other door, but tho 
words -'No Admtttaxcf." still stare you iu the 
face. While you seek an Interview with the of- 
ficer by means of cards and ushers you cannot 
help but wonder why a man should occupy a 
public position in an office that should be open 
to tho public, and find him barricaded from ap- 
proach behind a placard "No Admittance." 
If a nr. ii has a private office, there 
is no necessity for sticking up a print- 
ed sign to tell everybody so, nor is 
it required of him to trausact all of his busi- 
ness in that office with "no admittance" stariug 
the people in the face. A manly dignity should 
be preserved by every official, but no forms 
should be adopted that smack too strongly of 
royalty. The man of worth, and the sensible 
officer, no matter how high or low his rank, is 
free from such conduct, and never guilty of such 
foppishness aud folly. Our banner is the em- 
blem of liberty — of freedom and equal rights to 
all men. We war against crowns and aristocra- 
cies, and fight for a democratic, republican form 
of government in its true sense. Our men of 
high position and greatness are unostentatious, 
tree from vanity, aud never austere and unap- 
proachable. Let our officers imitate the exam- 
ple of their Lieutcnant-General, aud they will 
be more honored and respected. 

45T The tebcl Secretary of the Treasury Tren- 
hulm does not mince matters in his late report 
to the Confederate Congress. He tells that au- 
gust body that "unless a uniform and stable 
value can be giveu to the Treasury notes, the 
efforts to carry on the war through their instru- 
mentality must of necessity be abandoned 
Acquiescence iu its deplorable depreciation is 
to court the ruin to which it leads. Ouc hun- 
dred and thirty-live dollars in currency, the 
price obtained for one hundred dollars in six per 
cent bonds, is equal to six dollars only in specie; 
and to sell the bonds at this rate Is in reality to 
dispose of them at ninety-four percent discount; 
or, in other words, to give a bond of one hun- 
dred dollars in consideration of the loan of six 
dollars." What would be thought of a mer- 
chant who went into the market to get his note 
for one hundred dollars discounted for six dol_ 
lare? And supposing that his safe was entirely 
empty, and that lie owed everybody in his em- 
ploy, he would be "used up." Such is the con- 
dition of the rebel Treasury; it can get but six 
dollars in specie for its bond of one hundred, its 
vaults arc empty, and its armies have not been 
paid for twelve or fifteen months. 



aWJefl". Davis has communicated to the rebel 
Senate the fact that no intimation, direct or in- 
direct, has been received by the Confederacy of 
a willingness on the part of any State of the 
United States to go into convention with the 
States ol the Confederacy for the purpose of ne- 
gotiating a peace or consnlting as to the best 
method of effecting a cessation of hostilities, or 
for any purpose whatever. Of course not. A' 
State is precluded by our Constitution from en- 
tering into any treaty, alliance, or confedera- 
tion, or any agreement or compact with another 
State. The rebel Senate passed its resolution of 
inquiry, so framed as to deceive the people and 
produce the impression that the United States 
were unwilling to negotiate for peace on any 
terms, but were determined to wage a vindic- 
tive and desolating war. Peace can be obtained 
any day. Let the rebel armies hy down their 
arms and submit to the laws, and there will be 
an immediate cessation of hostilities. 



^pThe Washington correspondent of the 
Boston Post, says that Roger A. Pryor, when he 
reached the National capital, inquired earnestly 
after Mr. Beaton, the venerable editor of the 
National Intelligencer, and added that he felt 
confident Mr. Seaton would exert himself to 
procure his release.

Elmtion of Prksidest nv tub People. — 
Tl c Springfield Republican says the project of 
electing the President by a direct popular vote, 
ii stead of by electors chosen by the States, is 
at ain mooted in influential quarters. It would 
have some advantages over the present system, 
and, also, some very great disadvantages. The 
President would be quite as likely to be chosen 
by the minority as under the present system, 
and, in some cases, a very small minority might 
eh et. With half a dozen or more candidates 
in the field, as there would be very likely to be 
in such case, the States of one section, Sonth or 
We'St, voting upon a single candidate, would be 
able to elect him, and the natural result would 
be a division of parties purely sectional. The 
West, being the stronger, could take perma- 
nent possession of the Government, or might be 
ousted only by the combination of the weaker 
sections against the stronger, and thus we 
should have more violent sectional jealousies 
and hatreds engendering the Union than ever 
before. There would also be greater tempta- 
tions to dishonesty, and the vote of a State for 
its favorite candidate could be heaped up to al- 
most any extent. But the most serions objec- 
tion to the proposed change is, that it would 
contribute to that centralization of pow- 
er In the General Government which is 
soon to be, if it has not already become, 
our chief danger. The reaction against the 
Southern perversion of the State rights' doc- 
trine has led to a denial of the doctrine alto- 
gether by a certain class of our politicians, and 
if present tendencies proceed unchecked, we 
shall soon have separate States only in name. 
All power will be absorbed and consolidated in 
the Central Government. And the election of 
President by the direct vote of the people would 
be an ignoring of the States, and if the idea that 
the States are to be iepresentcd in the Govern- 
ment, as well as the people in their capacity of 
citizens of the United States, that could not fail 
to be detrimental to the theory on which the 
Union was originally formed, and to endanger 
its permanence. The present mode of electing 
President was adopted after the most careful 
and thorough consideration and debate, and is 
about as just and as safe as can be devised. If 
it is to be made more democratic, the most 
obvious change would be to require only a 
plurality vote In the electoral college to effect 
an election, and so avoid the reference of the 
election to Congress in any cose, and to provide 
for a vote of tho people for electors in each 
State, instead of allowing the Legislatures to 
decide whether they or the people shall cast the 
electoral votes of their State.

The Sitdaiiom. — Nashville continues to be 
the great point of interest in the military bori 
izon. Every scrap of news from that vicinity is 
eagerly devoured, and becomes the theme of 
wild speculation: but, unfortunately, the report- 
from the two hortflw armies are very meagre. 
The plane of Hood, if he has any, still remain 
undeveloped. He presents a strong frout to 
Oen. Thomas at Nashville, and our troops are 
closely beseiged in the capital of Tennessee. 

The rebels are busy night and day fortifying, 
and their works are growing quite formidable 
In the rear of their lines they are enforcing the 
conscription with great energy. Their ranks are 
being swelled by hundreds of conscripts. 
Throughout Tuesday night General Thomas 
was very busy shelling the rebel lines. From 
dusk until yesterday morning the boom of can 
non echoed throughout the streets of Nashville. 
The vigorous fire elicited but a feeble reply 
from the enemy. General Forrest's cavalry 
are said to be very busy attempting to 
cross the Cumberland river. Gen. Thomas 
is watching his movements closely, and his en- 
tire cavalry force is employed on the north bank 
of the Cumberland scouting up and down the 
river. It was reported yesterday morning that 
Forrest had succeeded in crossing in the vi- 
cinity of Carthage by the aid of pontoons. The 
story is not believed. Gen. Cooper's command 
and the brigade of colored troops were still at 
■Clarksvillc yesterday morning. The report of 
Forrest being across the river was sufficiently 
weighty to prevent them from moving up to 
Nashville. If Hood fails to throw his army into 
Kentucky, it is thought that he will make an 
cagle-likc'swoop down upon Murfreesboro, and 
endeavor to capture General Rousseau and his 
command by a sudden and terrible assault with 
an overwhelming force. Whatever may be his 
designs, General Thomas is w atching him close- 
ly, and will give him more trouble than perhaps 
he anticpates. 



Tiik Nf.wshoy am) his Es i i Ki KisK. — We fre- 
quently have observed persons stop a newsboy 
on the street, take a paper from him, deliber- 
ately read the despatches, with the ragged young 
urchin waiting impatiently, looking wistfully up 
into the cold, hard face, and often shivering iu 
the cold, and then return the paper to him and 
pass on without purchasing it. Do such per- 
sons justly consider how much they are robbiug 
the newsboy by an act of this kind? The pa- 
pers are the individual property of the boy. He 
has purchased them at the office, paid his 
XOOfey for them, and if he does not sell them 
ue loss results to him, and him alone. They 
r.re lis exclusive property, ne buys them fur 
the news that they contain, and for the news he 
sells them to parties on the street It Is to his in- 
tercs t to be detained in his sales as little as possi- 
ble. Telegraphic news is iu demand so long as 
it is fi t sh from the wires and the press-room. It is 
soon read, soon digested, and almost as soon 
forgotten. In cITecling its sale, with more than 
a hundred different competitors on the streets, 
the boy must move rapidly ami make his bar- 
gains with great despatch. Every minute is 
precious to him. An edition is often sold iu less 
than a quarter of an hour after it leaves the 
counting-room. Then, when an individual stops 
a newsboy on the street, detains him while 
he reads the despatches, and returns the 
paper to him without buying it, he not only 
robs the young speculator of the news of a sin- 
gle paper, but perhaps of the time in which he 
could effect the sale of a half-dozen more. 
The loss is to the boy alone — the poor shivering 
urchiu, who struggles with poverty, and, per- 
haps, by his exertions and profits, supports a 
mother, and keeps want from the door of the 
humble home. We write this brief article for 
the benefit of the newsboy; we plead iu his be- 
half alone, for the sale of his papers is his own 
business, and his profit and losses do not affect 
the publisher the value of a 6ingle cent. Be 
just to the young speculator, honor his euergy 
and enterprise, and rather assist than retard 
him iu his operations. 

Mail Ror.r.Kii by Gukiui.i.as — The boy who 
is employed to carry the mail between Eliza- 
bethtown and West I'oiut, on Tuesday was at- 
tacked on the road between the two places by a 
gang of twenty guerillas. They took the mail- 
bags from him, robbed them of letters and mon- 
ey, and threatened to kill the boy if they ever 
caught him carrying the mail over the route 
again. A gentleman who was riding with the 
carrier was relieved of a valuable overcoat and 
,a sum of money by the outlaws. We were un- 
to learn who was in command of the 
Iiorse-thleving gang. We trust that the storms 
of winter w ill be severe enough to drive every 
outlaw back to his haunt, and that Kentucky 
may, for a brief period at least, be free from 
(he depredations of the robbers. 

JuFTF.RSO.N t'otJKTT Ciitrt itCoort — Ckimixai. 
Term — The Court met at nine o'clock yester- 
day morning. A document was received from 
the Governor pardoning the two boys, Getzcn 
and Edwards, found guilty of stealiug and sen- 
tenced to the Penitentiary. A verdict of "Not 
guilty" was rendered in the case of J. Cosg:i \ c. 
charged with manslaughter. Chas. Meyer «raa 
found guilty of the charge of obtaining money 
under false pretence*, and sentenced to the Pen- 
itentiary for one year. Iu the case of William 
8ulliran, charged with manslaughter, the jury 
were unable to agree, and the prisoner was dis- 
charged. Henry Taylor was found guilty of 
grand larceny, and sentenced to the Peniten- 
tiary for two years. The Conrt adjourned to 
meet again this morning. 

Jesse — Train Cahtred. — Jesse is becoming 
quite troublesome again. Ho is now In com- 
mand of a large mounted force, and almost 
even' day makes a demonstration on the Frank- 
fort Railroad. Yesterday he captured a freight 
train near Bagdad and destroyed it. The pas- 
senger train from Lexington had not arrived in 
the city up to twelve o'clock last night. It was 
telegraphed to remain at Frankfort until the 
road should be cleared of the outlaws and the 
trip rendered safe. It would prove a great 
blessing if some measures were taken to drive 
Jesse and his gang from the State. 



GAMi.i.iso-Sitors Closed. — The numerous 
this city have been d 
flourishing business this fall and winter. They 
have proved a curse to our city, and the mili- 
tary authorities have determined to remedy the 
evil. At 12 o'clock last night the military made 
-aid on all of the gambling-saloons, placed 
parties uuder arrest, confiscated the prop- 
erty, and closed the doors. The raid was un- 
expected, and a terrible commotiou existed in 
the free and easy circles at midnight. The late- 
ness of the hour prevents us from giving any 
particulars. 

Assessor of Intkrnal Revknuk — Rev. Jas. 
II. Brislow, formerly Chaplain of the 5th Ken- 
tucky infantry (Louisville Legion), has been ap- 
pointed Assistant Assessor of the 4th Division 
of this District, in place of George C. Slaughter, 
resigned. This division embraces all that por- 
tion of the city from the east side of Third to 
the west side of First streets, inclusive. His 
office for the present will be with F. D. Stone, 
of the Sd and 3d divisions, at Stone's carriage 
factorv, on Main street, near First. 



Rebel Prisoners. — Five rebel commissioned 
officers and forty-four enlisted men. prisoners of 
war, were received in the city from Nashville 
on Tuesday night. About twenty of the num- 
ber arc slightly wounded. Tliey were captured 
iu the battle of Franklin. The enlisted men 
were forwarded last night by Captain Jones to 
Camp Douglas, and the commissioned officers 
to Johnson's Island. 



Smai.ijox. — A letter from Cloverport, Ky., 
says the smallpox is raging to a fearful extent in 
that place. Within the past three weeks, 6ev- 
-nteen persons have died from the effects of the 
some disease. At the present time, there 
e BOiue fifty cases under treatment in the little 
own. The epidemic has one good effect: it 
ecps the guerillas away from the place. 

(*y About seven thousand hogs have been 
eked in Lafayette, Ind., and there are feur 
usand or five thousand iu the pens waiting 
weather. Prices arc weak and swinging, 
aulum, all the way from nine to ten 
he general quality of the hogs is inferior, 
wing to the scarcity and high price of feed. 

Guerillas.— The New Albany Ledger learns 
hat the guerillas are leaving the counties of 
reckinridgc and Meade, going South. The 
otorious Colonel Taylor, with his command, 
as left the vicinity of Brandenburg, and is sup- 
osed to have gone to join the rebels on the 
enncssec river. 



The Esoai.f.ment at Stoi kai>k No. 2. — The 
following account of the engagement at Stock- 
ade No. .', on Mill crerk, Nashville and Chatta- 
nooga Railroad, the Nashville Dispatch obtains 
from a reliable source : The fight commenced 
about 11 A. M. on the Sd inst., the fort being de- 
fended by the -1 1th United States colored troops, 
companies A and Dot the 14th United States 
colored troops, and a detachment of twenty-fire 
of the 11Mb Ohio volunteers, commanded by 
Lieutenant Harter, in all three hundred and 
tbirty-two men, under command of Colonel L. 
Johnson. The attacking party was some men 
belonging to the command of General Forrest. 
The fire on the fort was from three batteries, 
with a heavy fire of muske try. Colonel Johnson 
immediately placed his men in the best positions 
possible under the circumstances, making breast- 
works of logs and stumps of trees, which 
were held against several assaults. The Con- 
federate batteries injured the block-house con- 
stantly, and, although they were compelled to 
change positions a dozen times, they at length 
succeeded in establishing a battery on the hill 
above the stockade, which knocked the "look- 
out" to pieces, and forced iu the roof In several 
places: the shot from this battery struck every 
time, and a number penetrated, one shell ex- 
ploding inside, killing the railroad conductor, 
who had taken refuge in the house, and wound- 
ing several of the garrison. It was now dark, 
and the artillery fire ceased, but musketry was 
still kept up. Col. Johnson soon alter brought 
his command back into the fort, leaving a 
strong skirmish line at the breastworks al- 
luded to above. The Federal ammunition be- 
ing nearly exhausted, only four rounds re- 
maining, Col. Johnson stopped all firing. The 
Confederates kept up their tire until 3 A. M. of 
the 3d instant, when CoL Johnson, having lost 
one-third of his men, and the fort being so 
much used up that a few shots would have 
knocked it down, determined to abandon it, 
and fight his way to Nashville. At balf-past 3 
A. M. the command was quietly withdrawn, 
and arrived at Nashville about daylight without 
much trouble. 8urgeon J. T. Strong, and Chap- 
lain Railsback, of the 41th United Slates colored 
troops, were left in the block-house to take care 
of the wounded. The casualties were two white 
men killed and six wounded, and two commis- 
sioned officers missing, ten negroes killed, for- 
ty woundee", and fifty-five missing; total, one 
hundred and filteen. 



Facts, Rumors, and Rki i.i.itions. — The 
Nashville Press of yesterday has the following 
in regard to the situation: 

The past day, though prolific in rumors, has 
throw u but little additional light on the military 
situation about Nashville. A threatening atti- 
tude is still held by the rebel lines, and their 
tieuchesare being strengthened as well as in- 
creased iu number. In some instances, the 
skiimishers have approached to within two hun- 
dred feet of each other, where they have occa- 
sional wurd-y>arrings. It is now" evide nt that 
Hood's army cannot much longer maintain its 
I>osition intact. If, as we suppose, he reallv 
means to make a decent upon Kentucky, he had 
be tter be eiuick about it. We see a storm gath- 
ering aboul his devoted head, which must sweep 
1 ke a tot nado tin ough his embattled host-, when 
i 1 1! cake. 

Shelling the rebel lines and th^lr working 
parlies was kept up \ esterday, but hardly so 
vigorously or persistently as the day before. 

Forrest with his command is said to be across 
the Cumberland. We cannot vouch for the 
truth of the statement, but elver it as we hear it. 

The impression galus strength among both 
soldieis and citizens that the Confederates arc 
evacuating. If this is so, the march on Ken- 
tucky ma) be said to have commenced. We 
think il quite possible — indeed probable Should 
Hood be really moving off, we may expect to 
see Nashville strippeel of troops, for the rebel 
Invasion must and will be followed up with vicror 
and celerity, and staggering blows dealt in rear 
and flanks, perhaps also in front, until the foe is 
brought to a pause and battle forced on him. That 
snuggle for the mastery will be Indeed momen- 
tous. The result will do more to end or to pro- 
I ng the war than any other similar occurrence 
The known ability of our Generals; the im- 
mense resouices of our Government, In men 
and in war material; and the justness of our 
cause, all promise a victory fur the Union arms. 

Fiom 6omc cause which we could not learn, 
the tele graph wires were out of order part of 
yesterday, but were working again at 5 P. J4. 

As we go to press, we learn from a reliable 
source that immediately on the right and left of 
the Granny White pike the rebels have erected 
earthworks, with embrasures for cannon. No 
organized military force, however, could be dis- 
covered in their vicinity— in fact, nothing more 
thai the contrabands who had been impressed 
to do the labor.

ExFe-moN atRoi.la —Edward P. McClellan, 
of battery B, 2d Missouri Light Artillery, was 
executed at Rolla, Mo., on the 25th ultimo. He 
w as sentenced, uuder the name of Edward East- 
man, to be shot for various robberies. In lufil, 
the pi isoner enlisted in the 105th Illinois, serv- 
; about ten months, was then sent to the 
hospital, in De Kalb, Illinois, where he re- 
mained about eight months. He theu was 
transferred to a gunboat, from which he, to- 
gether with five others, deserted. He and his 
companion, Fi ank Jones (who was shot while 
the two were committing a robbery about the 
19th Of last month), made their way through 
Arkansas to Springfield, Missouri, where they 
were arrested as rebel soldiers. They enlisted 
in battery B, 2d Missouri Light Artillery, In 
Which the-y both served up to the time that 
Jones w as shot, and McClellan was arrested as 
au accomplice. 

Dead Rerhl Taken for a Back-lmo — Dur- 
ing Ihe pursuit of Price by Colonel Bentcen's 
brigade, and after thev had gone into camp at 
Carthage, Mo., the night beingcool, the soldiers 
c< niinenccd to gather wood and leaves to make 
e Die. This was after dark. One squad of sol- 
dieis found what they took to be a log, and, af- 
ter piling leaves and broken sticks about and 
against it. they lighted a tire. Judge of their 
horror, when the fire was started, to ascertain 
that what they had taken for a back log was a 
dead lebel's body. The fire was soon quenched, 
and the body buried. This dead rebel was 
found near a house, and, as soon as the inhabi- 
tants thereof were informed of the mistake and 
of the fact that a corpse was found in such close 
proximity to their dwelling, they immediately 
packed up, and declared their uawilliugness to 
re main there any longer. 

Rights of Railway Passengers. — An indi- 
vidual residing at Acton, Canada, has obtained 
a verdict of 4100 against the Grand Trunk Rail- 
way for having been put off the cars at Victo- 
ria Bridge, ne bought a ticket at Acton for 
Montreal and back, for which he paid $2 50, 
the single fare being $1 75. The ticket stated 
that it was only good for the day of Issue and 
Ihe day following. He did not return till the 
third day, when the conductor refused to re- 
ceive the return ticket, and demanded $1 75, 
the full fare. He, declining to pay, the train 
was stopped, and he was compelled to leave it. 
As the Judge charged against the company, it 
would appeal that he regarded the insertion of 
the words "Good for this day and the following 
day only," as illegal.

Ijinc. of iDdinna, introduced « bill to 
iiiilhcrize the holding of a special 6es?ion of the 
United States Di.-trict Court of Mareland, which 
wa« ordered to he laid on the table "until the au- 
m.uni ement of the committees, and then to be 
referred to the Judiciary Committee. 

The President pro tern, laid before the Senate 
a communication from Gov. Hahn, of Louisi- 
ana, accompanied bv the proceedings of tlie 
General Affembly of Louisiana in the election of 
R. Cutter King and Chas. Smith as Senators 
from that State. 

-Mr. Wade presented a remonstrance, numer- 
ously signed by citizens of Louisiana, on the 
subject of tlie election of King and Smith as 
Senators from that Suite. 

Mr. Morgan presented the credentials of Chas. 
Smith and K. Cutter King as Senators from 
Louisiana. Ue did propose that there persons 
be now sworn as members of this body. The 
Senate would be much better informed and 
qualified in relation to all the proceedings con- 
nected w ith the election after they have been 
carefully examined and reported upon by a com- 
mittee of this body, lie therefore proposed, 
when the committees are appointed, that the 
credentials of the gentlemen be referred to the 
Judiciary Committee. 

Mr. Trumbull understood that the papers just 
submitted by the Presideut pro tern, werecopies 
of the proceedings of the General Assembly of 
Louisiana, were somewhat voluminous, aud 
it was not proposed to take any action at this 
time. Ordered to he printed.

Mr. Blaine, of Maine, said the House yes- 
terday referred to the Committee of Ways and 
Means the bill of the gentleman from Pennsyl- 
\unia (Mr. Sleveni-), to prevent gold and silv«r 
coin from being pud or accepted for a greater 
value tiian theit value curreut, and for prevent- 
ing :il> fcote or bill issued by the United States 
trom being received for a smaller sum than is 
therein sjiecitied. He moved to reconsider the 
iiml ion of reference in twenty-four hours. Since 
this bill was introduced great mischief has been 
doiie, and every hour the bill remained where it 
was still greater mischief will result in r.ii-in_' 
the price of Jjold. It indicts three States of the 
Union, and makes the very gentleman guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and every clause of it commits 
the House to an impossibility. Gold rose yes- 
terday twelve per cent for no other reason than 
this extraordinary bill. 

Mr. Cox, of Ohio, did not a^ree with the 
gentleman that this bill put up the price of 
gold. He thought the President had played the 
bull by his message. 

M r. Stevens, in reply to Mr. Blaine, said the 
aetiou he proposed had been exercised by the 
most dl.-tinguished statesmen for several ages, 
and there ought to be some check put to gam- 
bling when gold was put up to twice its value. 
This could not lie prevented unless by legisla- 
tion. It was just the legislation England adopt- 
ed during the great war with Napoleon. He 
moved to lay the bill on the table. 

The motion to reconsider the vote -on Mr. 
Steven's motion was negatived. 

The vote by which the bill was referred was 
reconsidered^— 65 to-41. 

The QUesUoB then recurring on the motion to 
refer the bill to the Committee of Ways and 
Means, Mr Stevens moved to postpone its con- 
sideration for ten days. 

Mr. Blaine, of Maine, moved to lav the bill 
on the table. This w as carried by 73 to oi!.

The Herald thinks this is a prcliminarv step 
to the establishment of a French colony on the 
coast. 

The prisoners captured on the Salvador are 
still on board the gunboat Lancaster. 

Recent Brazilian papers contain copies of an 
order issued by the Government that all the 
ports of the country be shut agidnst the Wachu- 
scft for a violation of the neutral laws oi Bahia. 

Particulars of the capture of the blockade run- 
ner Vixen: The Vixen is a new 6teamcr, on her 
first voyage, English built, of faultless model, 
and equipped with two horizontal engines. 

Previous to coming in contact with the Rhode 
Island, she hod been pursued bv two steamers 
aud outran both of them. During the chase, 
the Vixen ran fourteen knots, but was gained 
upon bv the Rhode Island. Her wheels tamed 
so rapidly as to throw off the buckets aud disa- 
ble the boat. The Riiode Island towed her to 
Fortress Monroe. The Vixen is a bplendid 
6[ cclnien of naval architecture, 225 feel long, 
with two smokers and two masts, aud was 
schooner-rigged. She has a large crew, num- 
bering four hundred men. Her Captain is an 
ex-officer in the English navv. 

Letters from the Army of' the Potomac con- 
tain no news. The utmost quiet prevailed along 
our lines at the latest dates. 

The Macon Messenger of the 23d savs of tho 
cavalry tight at Walnut Creek: The encmv, 
with four pieces of artillery, variously estimated 
at from five to eight thonsasd, was commanded 
by General Kilpatrick. The artillery was open- 
ed and kept up quite briskly for" about two 
hours, without loss on our side. Their shooting 
was not creditable Of their loss, wc saw six 
dead horses, but know not of anv other casual- 
ties. It might have been during the fight that 
Caidain Haflord, of the 10th Ohio regiment, 
with a few men, who had crossed the creek, 
made a daring charge on our artillery, when his 
horse was shot and the Captain captured. These 
aie about the only incidents of this attack. 

All the injury done iu the immediate vicinity 
was the burning of a mill and injuring a few 
hundred yards of railroad. It was a verv fee- 
ble demonstration, evidently without effecting 
anything.

"From Land's End to John O'Groat's we hare 
gone your town over, taking notes, and, faith, 
we'll print 'em." 

Let us walk complacently up Broadway, caper 
down Jeflbrsou, and walk wlih a looseness over 
Main, vet ever present is the sublime language 
of tho German poet: "Mine Got, such a town!

God bless and keep 
their thoughtless minds — these young hopes, 
the pride of Kentucky, the only earnest of good 
for America! Here comes a rollicking crowd of 
ruddy-faced school boys, hurrying on, with 
leap-frog capers, to a consciously proud father, 
happy mother, and "last, but not least," a 
"warm dinner." "Tom, Dick, and Harry" — 
what fine, intelligent-looking boys ! Grow very 
tall, boys, or remain as you are now, fast friends 
to "bib and tucker." Your State expects it of 
yon; and we, who go "around town," so advise 
you. 

This is "Peace." Girls and boys, as we look 
after you, leaving ns, as so many "Here awa, 
there awa, wandering Willies," we cannot but 
exclaim: God give you no war In your rising 
generation, and make you, girls, the safeguards 
of American freedom — exemplary mothers; and 
you, boys, the lights of your nation— honest pa- 
triots! 

We pass, "as if we were sent for," along Jef-

PARIS MATTERS.

Paris, Nov. 10, 1ML 
As Winter is evidently setting in unusually 
early a good many members of the fashionable 
world have already returned to town; but it is 
now considered necessary, by all who aspire to 
that designation, to remain en ntlegiatura until 
the end of December, and, consequently, most 
of those who have returned to Paris do their 
best to keep their return a secret. Very few 
salons have ventured to reopen their doors; and 
the all-important decrees of the great dross- 
makers, male and female, have not yet been 
issued. The Court — despite, it is whispered, the 
veto of M. Fould — has gone to Compeigue, and 
will remain there until the return of Christmas 
and New Year's day brings it back to the Tuil- 
eries. The prudent objections of the long- 
headed Minister of Finance appear to have been 
overruled by the Empress, who has a tolerably 
strong will of her own, and whose pride, hos- 
pitable instincts, and love of amusement would 
have equally suffered had she been compelled, 
from economical necessities, to dispense with 
the usual brilliant six weeks of sojourn in the 
transformed hunting lodge of the "Long-haired 
Kings," who conquered Gaul from its Roman 
masters. 

The purveyors of "distraction" for the Paris- 
ian public are beginning "the season" early. 
The wonderful elephants from Siam have reached 
this city in safety, and will soon be introduced 
to the admiration of the public at the Napoleon 
Circus. 

Patti and a host of other stars have returned 
to the operatic heaven, and are blazing away in 
full splendor, in old parts and In new ones; tho 
great "success" of the coming season, in th« 
musical line, being probably destiucd to add a 
new leaf to the laurels of the regretted author 
of "The Prophet" The opera left by Meyer- 
beer, after being so long looked for under the 
name of "L'Africaine," will be brought out 
under that of "Vasca de Gama," a change 
made by Meyerbeer shortly before his death. 
Meantime, the brilliant success of "Rol- 
land at Roncesvallcs, " the new opera which 
has placed its young author at the 
head of living French composers, Is filling the 
French opera to its utmost capacity, despite the 
continued absence of the world of fashion. The 
receipts of the opera on the first representation 
of "Roland" amounted to lu,177f., to ll,511f. 
on Its second hearing, and to ll,517f. on its 
third, being the highest receipts ever taken at 
its doors. Previous to tho appearance of his 
work, M. Mcrmet had been known as the com- 
poser of a few chaming songs, but no one gave 
him credit for the possession of the many high 
qualities required to make up a successful ope- 
ratic creator. The appearance of so important 
a creation has, therefore, taken everybody by 
surprise. The new chef ilauvre is cminontly 
melodious, abounding in airs which, on first 
hearing them, take their place In one's memory 
so completely as to seem like old friends. There 
is plenty of science in the new composer; but the 
laws of harmony aro made — as, alits! is not al- 
ways the case — to subserve their true end, which 
is the giving of body to the complex creation of 
which melody is the soul. The Emperor, who 
has never studied music, aud who, consequently, 
is greatly bored by much of the learned noise he is 
obliged to listen to, was present at the first rep- 
resentation of the new opera, and was so greatly 
delighted with the grace, vivacity, and sweet- 
ness of this most fresh and charming creation 
that he sent for the composer to the imperial 
box. The young maestro, on presenting him- 
self in the box, was most graciously received 
by the Emperor. "Monsieur Mcrinet," said his 
Majesty, "they tell mo that I am no judge of 
music; I don't know, therefore, whether you 
will thiuk it a compliment when I tell you that 

I think jour music most charming!" As M 
Mcrmet is included in the first lino of the fortu 
nate mortals selected for participating iu tho 
imperial hospitalities of Compicgne, it is clour 
that his talent has really made an impression in 
high quarters. Rossini, whoso immortal crea- 
tions were received, on their first appearanco, 
with a storm of abuse and malevolence scarcely 
creditable, but whose sympathies are as geuial 
as his genius, is a warm admirer of the now op- 
era, the success of which, as a matter of course 
opened the doors of Rossini's salon— more diffi- 
cult of access than oven that of tho Empress 
herself — to its fortunate author. 

"I am delighted to shake hands with the suc- 
cessful debutant," exclaimed Rossini, when 
Mermtt entered his salon, " but I should have 
been equally proud to make the acquaintance of 
a roal composer even had ho not been at once 
recoguized as such by the public, for in our 
career, the ups and downs of public favor neither 
make nor mar the merit of a composer. 

A remark of whose truth the history of the 
speaker himself affords the most striking demon- 
stration. 

A second "8wedi»h Nightingale," who has 
been long in training, aud who, according to 
enthusiastic friends, was to eqnal Jenny Lind, if 
not surpass her, has just made her appearance 
in the J'ranata. The new diva, Mile. Nilsson, 

II handsome, fair, with golden hair, aud very 
expressive blue eyes. Her upper not s are ex- 
quisite, but the lower ones are weak. She has 
neither the volume nor the power of voice 
which have made Jenny L'md so famous ; nor 
has she the brilliance, archness, and passion 
which are possessed in so high a degroc by 
bewitching little Patti. But she has grual 
pathos, and a curious dreamy grace and sweet- 
ness that bid fair to make her as great a favorite 
in her own very different way. Her reception 
has been most enthusiastic, and she seems to 
have taken all her judges captive together. 

The Empress of Russia, since the visit of Na- 
poleon, has been living quietly. She drives out 
with her children, whenever the weather is lino, 
dispensing with the attendance of the Guard of 
Honor sent by the Emperor Napoleon. The 
Czar, on quitting Nice, left 4,000f. for the 
poor, and gave orders that the Guard on duty 
alxiut the Empress shall be supplied from her 
own kitchen, the fare being such as to satisfy 
the most dainty Chasseur in existence. This he 
has probably done at the rcquestof the Empress 
herself; in conformity with the precedent set by 
the late Empress Dowager. When tho latter 
wintered at Nice in I860, being desirous that the 
Guard of Honor appointed for her should be 
well fed, she visited the post one morning and 
Inquired how the mess was regulated. One of 
the Zouaves at once stepped forward, and, giv- 
ing the military salute, replied: "Iu an ordina- 
ry way, your Majesty; we have bcefstakc with 
fried potatoes, rolls, turkey, sweets, coffee, aud 
a bottle of Bordeaux wino." 

"Very well, " said the Empress-mother, who 
must have had some trouble to preserve her 
gravity, "I will give orders that nothing shall bo 
changed in your ordinary fare." 

Those who have the pleasure of tasting of the 
little tin cons, so neatly strapprd together, or 
piled one upon another, in the long wicker cases 
which are to be escorted by hunks of hard bread, 
going through the streets just before the regu- 
lation dinner-hour of the French soldier, can 
best appreciate the intensity of the chuckling 
with which those lucky dogs must have wel- 
comed every meal thus secured for them by the 
ready-witted audacity of their comrade. 

It seems that the Czar, walki og out with his 
splendid black dog and one of his boys, tho day 
after the grand review pxssed by him on his ar- 
rival, he met two of the Chasseurs of the Guard, 
to whom he spoke familiarly for a few moments, 
complimenting them on the way they had ma- 
noeuvred on the preceding day. On which one 
of them, an old veteran, who has passed his life 
in the army, replied: "Ah, sire, that's nothing.

Tho soldier 
evidently spoke without malice prepense; but the 
wi rds may well have made the Czar wince a 
little. However, he had the good taste to let 
tLe remark pass unnoticed, aud gave a m u ; in- 
tent banquet to the whole battalion, the sol- 
diers having declined the present of 5,000 francs 
which he had wished to make them.
